F.O. Dominating Palestine Policy 


{By our Political Correspondent) 


Mr. Bevin, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 
has called British representatives in. the Middle East 
home for general discussion in London on economic 
and political questions. Those who are taking 
part include Lord Killearn, Ambassador in Cairo: 
Sir Reader Bullard. from Teheran: Sir Francis 
Sionchewer Bird, from Bagdad; Mr. Terence 
Shone, from Beirut; and Mr, Graffley Smith, from 
Jedda. 

ic is instructive to note that problems which are 
common to the Near and Middle East are being 
treated as a whole in this review, as well as official 
relations. with individual countries concerned, There 
must be special topics which will arise owing to the 
winding up of the war-time machinery and the 
return to peace economy. 

Both Palestine and Syria are certain to enter into 
the present talks. In some quariers, indeed. it is 
surmised that Palestine and the relations of Jews 
and Arabs may well be the major questions dis- 
cussed, One point to remember in connection with 
this Conference is that the Foreign Office and not 
the Colonial Office is the dominant Department of 
he Government in relation to Palestine policy. The 
statement which the Government have promised the 
House of Commons to make on their future 
Palestine policy will, no doubt, be influenced as a 
result of the talks now procecding

A New Policy 


it was, of course, quite clear, said Mr. Lieber- 
man, that they recommended a policy contrary to 
that of the two previous commitices set up by the 
Board to discuss that difficult question, the Lang- 
don Commitee in 1935, and the Diamond Com- 
mittee in 1943. But many tragic events affecting 
the Jewish people had happened since 1935. For 
the reasons given in the report they were com- 
pletely justified in the attitude they had adopted 
The Committee only came to its conclusions after 
a most carelul and dispassionate examination of 
the subject from every point of view, and the 
reports of the previous two Committees and the 
arguments therein had been before them 

It might be said by some that somehow the 
recommendations were opposed to the democratic 
idea. He disagreed. Liberty must be | cistin- 
guished from licence. It was significant that in 
countries as democratic as theirs, such as Holland 
and Sweden, legislation such as they recommended 
was on the Staiute book. He did not under- 
estimate the difficuities of endeavouring to per- 
suade the auihorities to agree to their suggestions 
This country had for so long cherished the prin- 
ciple of liberty of expression ‘that any proposa! 
which appeared to go against it. would not be 
accepted easily. But he believed that the realities 
of the situation woujd convince any fair-minded 
person of the strength of their case for an amend- 
ment in the law. 

The Committee had come to the conclusion by 
a majority, that the Jewish community should 
press for an amendment of the law so as to pro- 
vide that attacks on any section of the gencral 
community distingurnshable by race, colour, of 
creed should be an offence punishable by imprison- 
ment and not by fine.

been given verbally and in a written memorandum 
and had been carefully considered. The majority 
of the members of the Committee were of the 
opinion that civil proceedings would be of hiile 
use even through the remedy of an injunction. As 
a matter of fact, in Manitoba such a right existed 
and the Canadian Jewish Congress had informed 
them that as a deterrent it had proved uscless. 

The majority of the members agreed that a civil! 
action, in which there was room for a plea of 
justification, might do more harm than good. 
Furthermore, it was not in accordance with the 
dignify and self-respect of the community to sponsor 
any proceedings which included a claim for 
damages. The damages awarded would be cither 
large and exemplary, in which case the defendant 
would prove to be a man of straw or an unsuc- 
cessful company, or small and derisory. He could 
not believe that any antir-Semite or anti-Semitic 
organisation would be deterred by the threat of a 
civil action. If they were without means they 
could take refuge in insolvency, if wealthy they 
would think it cheap at the price for the mischiet 
they could do. 

In recommending the adoption of the report, 


the Committee wamed to make it cleat that i 
did not think that by changing the law anti- 
Ssemitism would be automatically removed, They 


could not stamp out a_ two-thousand-year-old 


phobia based on unreason and haired. But the 
was conhdent that legislation could be of enor- 
mous value. While they could not make men 


fair and decent by law, the sort of legislation they 
proposed could effectively limit the anti-Semite’s 
opportunity for -mischief. They had given ‘full 
weight to those who were opposed tO any alteration 
and to the convictions of those who would ¢o 
farther than they had done. . He was of the 
opinion that the proposals they recommended were 
moderate, reasonable, and practicable and should 
be accepted by the Board.

1E old translations have “ for a night.” But the 
word } means throughout the nighf, as a 


pilgrim who lodges (Tt) for the night, of 
course, for a whole night. This has been the destiny 
of Israel. 
new year is beginning, a new day tranedy 

after the long, long night of horrors and trage 
such as no man's nightmare could ever reflect, 
poet's imagination ever portray. The Psalmist’s 
promise is again to be fulfilled. But the word 

oy” does pot express the true meaning of 
MS" which means exultation: the blessed triumph 
over difficulties and. struggles and sufferings. So 
the same-—or another—Psalmist exclaims in our 
lovely Shir Ha-ma‘alot: “ he that goeth forth weep- 
ing, bearing precious seeds, cometh home again 
with 713") rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him.” 
But neither does “ rejoicing “ express the meaning. 
For "3% here, too, means with that gladness of 
heart which only the former “ sowing "—-wrth tears 
and toil and sweat—has made possible. Call it 
rejoicing, if you will, but the word expresses one of 
those inevitable contrasts so characteristic of Jewish 
thought: joy after sorrow, the morning of redemp- 
tion after the long night of slavery and frustration. 

Yes, with the dawn of this Rosh Hashana begins 
a new period in Jewish history “The darkness has 
not disappeared; it is only the dawn. But it 1s 
slowly beginning to recede. As our ancient prayer 
has ut: God is “rolling away the darkness from before 
the light.” Again and again has the story of the 
Jew revealed this terrible alternation, for the light 
has so often been rolled away before the darkness, 
and the MS". the exultation, changed agam and 
again into "33 weeping. Has it indeed at long 
last come to an end, this dreadful cycle? Has the 
wheel really stopped, and the darkness bécn rolled 
finally away? For this we cannot hope, we dare not 
pray. Israel still remains a divine instrument, and 
it will be long before his sufferings are finally ended

hopes, with happier dreams, some of which 
will, at feast, be fulfilled. Yet political agreements,

World 
co-operation must begin, he said, by an inter- 
national food organisation to eliminate hunger; an 
international health organisation to eliminate pre- 
ventable disease: and an international education 
organisation to bring culture and a sense of world 
citizenship to all men. If the nations co-operated 
in these three objectives, economic distress, racial 
hatreds, and imperialist ambitions would gradually 
disappear.

MODERN JEWISH CULTURE 


Germany's Stepchildren. By Sotomon Liprzin. 
Jewish Publication Society of America. $3.

There is something like an historical law, which 
reveals itself in the events of Jewish history, accord- 
ing to which, after the destruction of a part of the 
Jewish people, the literature of the branch which 
ao longer exists is taken over by the rest who 
survive. 

After the destruction of Samaria the litcrary treasures, 
hitorkc chronicles, prophetic writings, written and unwritten 
traditions of the Northern Kingdom were taken over by the 
Southern Kingdom, Judah. After the decay of Palestine 
a the Hellenistic cra, Babylon preserved everything which 
had been taught. preached, and written in Palestine. After 
che end of the Scfardic renascence, the Pentateuch, printed 
‘ogether with the commentary of Ibn Ezra, was to be found 
ia the Hedarim and Yeshivot of Eastern Europe. 

German Jewry and East European Jewry practically exist 
eo more. Who will iook after the great literary treasure of 
‘nese once flourishing branches of the Jewish people? There 
« not a single doctrine. ideology, or system of modern 
jewry, be.it orthodox, liberal, of Zionist, which has not 
orianmated in German Jewry. To-day there is no longer a 
German Jewry, but there is the religious and philosophical 
tradition of 200 years The two centuries since Moses 
Mendelssohn have shaped modern Jewry No one can 
understand the religious and political position of modern 
Jewry who has not studied the history of the Jewish chapter 
which started with Mendelssohn. creator of the Jewish 
Enhettenment movement which was followed by Jewish 
Romanticism, represcyted by no means only by Heine, but 
many orthodox antagonists of the liberal 
* Rerlinertum.”’ These two movements, Enlightenment and 
Romanticism. explain subsequently the antagonism between 
Abraham Geiger and Samson Raphac! Hirsch. between 
Herman Cohen and Martin Buber. and the difference in the 
wmosphere of the two bigecst Jewish Communitics in. Ger- 
many, those of Berlin and Frankfort-on-Main Austria, 
mx so creative in systermatic theory. but nevertheless a con- 
wibutor in other respects. was the birthplace of Zionism. 

Who will tell this tale? Who will write the still to be 
written history of modern Jewry? The Jewish people has 
survived its tragedies by looking back wrth the eves of the 
investigating historian. for the historian is a prophet lookine 
towards the past. 

fhe Jewish Publication Society understands the duty of 
the present time with its “ curtailment of Jewish publica- 
ion activity in other parts of the work.” and has been 
nrepared energetically to fill the gap. But Solomon 
tuptzin’s “Germany's Stepchilkdren is only a_ feeble 
beainning in this effort. The tale of European Jewry will 
have to be told by many. others. Many minds and pens will 
mve to be employed in order to save the ereat treasure 
of -European Jewry. treasures which belone to th 
whole Jewish people and afe stll full of “ life "* even after 
the martyr death of European Jewry.

The current number of this journal is dedigated 
io the memory of the late Henrietta Szold, and 
includes two articles describing her work for the 
betterment of medical facilities in Palestine. It 
also marks the eighteenth birthday of a publication 
‘hat is more than a medical journal in the Hebrew 
language. 

Dr. Moses Einhorn has striven to serve the Jewish 
physician in America by dealing with medical subjects of 
specifically Jewish or Palestinian interest. Thus he has 
resurrected the medical writings of many of the great 
Jewish physicians of the Middle Ages, whose observations 
were in danger of being lost to the scientific world. There 
have been symposia on diseases of frequent occurrence 
among Jews such as diabetes and peripheral vascular 
Ursease. 

Most valuable have been the journal's contributions to 
the revival of medical terminology in Hebrew and the 
-reation of @ new vocabulary where necessary. Secing

MUSIC IN THE SYNAGOGUE 


Jewish Ancestral Themes

The Rev. Asher Goldenberg, like all other 
chazanim and choir-masters. his inspira- 


tron for his compositions from the native musical 
sources—the ancient “ancestral themes” the 
seeds of which are deeply rooted in the soul of the 
Jewish people, and therefore the tender chords of 
the Jewish heart never fail to respond to their 
melodious strams 

With these “ ancestral themes" deeply rooted In his 
soul Asher Goldenberg instinctively develops in strict accord 
the correct musical interpretations traditionally assiened to 
each part of the Synagogue liturgy published in his book 
Thus, ¢.2., Kadesheinu Bemitzvosecho,”” when rendered 
in the Friday evening service the melodic interpretation 
traditionally assigned to it emanates from an “ ancestral 
theme " the melodious strains ot which are distinguished 
through the modern minor rcale form. The same prayer 
when rendered on Shabbat in the morning and in the

Principle of the Leitmotiv 


These different melodic interpretations from ecnération 
fo generation practised in the rendering of the Synagogue 
liturgy reveal that the principle of the lecitmotive is inherent 
in the very essence of Chazanut and, therefore, they are 
the classic Biblical musical ordinances. which have never yet 
been formulated for practical study on a scientific basis 
but are instinctively. practised by the Jewish people in the 
intonation of prayers in connection with their religious 
and ceremonial observances 

In his foreword Mr. Goldenberg writes “ Shirath Hakaha! 
attempts to restore the correct use of the accents in con- 
aregational singing both by compete adherence to correct 
accemt and to the traditional mode Words are never. 
repeated “"; he declares “* the rhythm follows that of the 
language To my knowledge.” he asserts, “ this is the 
first work of its kind in .the literature of liturgical music.” 

One cannot concede such an assertion because there 
are others. whe tty to solve this old, problem -of piacina 
the accent as correctly in song as in speech. The con- 
fusion, however, in the published work of some scriptural 
cantillations with that of the modes. ts misleading. be- 
cause the intonation of the modes in praver is not forme- 
lated in a system of accents like the cantillations of 
scriptures, but its practice the worshipper in every ecnera- 
tion acquires, from carly childhood, by oral means in the 
melodic atmosphere of the Synagogue during the service 
It is, therefore, on the merits of the adherence two the tra- 
ditional modes that Mr. Goldenbere’s book can be assesecd 
as another valuable contribution to the accumulated rich 
treasures Of Hebrew music directly emanating from tbe 
anciemt -welisprings.

POLAND'S JEWS 


fhe Jews of Poland, as reflected in the Works 
of Rabbi Moses lIsseris. By roe Rev. Myer 
Lew.

A respectable body of doctorate theses on Jewish 
subjects, almost reminiscent of old-tume Germany 
in’ volume though hardly tn scope and treatment, 
is now appearing in this country; and thanks

This work. by the Rev. Myer Lew, was approved as a 
thesis for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy in the 
University of London. and its scientific standard is there- 
fore obviously beyond question. All too littl is availabic 
in English on the history of Fastern Furopean Jewry, and 
this is .a most uSclul addition to our knowledge, con- 
taining some sideclights which will be fresh even to those 


who consider themselves experts . 
Political conditions economic life, socal hfe, com- 
munal tife. religious life, cultural and imtelicctual life, 
are taken one after the other into account; and. there 
is an ingenious apoendix identifying the “ Prayer’. of 
Aristotie.”” the recita! of which Isserls condemncd

in this country and America devoted to similar subjects

' Official Commission to Make 
Recommendations 


At the request of Lord Gort, High Commissioner 
for Palestine, the Secretary of State for the 
Colomes has appoimted a Commission to inquire 
mio and make recommendations on the admunzistra- 
tive machinery of the Jewrsh public school system 
m Palestine, the structure of the system, its 
finances, and the terms and conditions of service of 
teachers. 


The Chairman of the Commission will be Sir 
Arnold McNair. K.C.. Vice-Chancellor of the 


University’ of Liverpool, and the followimg will be 
members: Sir Leon Simon, C.B. (formerly Director 
of Savings, General Post Office); Mr. A. M 
Morley, O.B.E. (lormerly Staff Inspector of the 
Ministry of Education): Mr. W. Elliott (formerly: 
Chief Inspector of the Ministry of Education): 
Miss L.. Dancer (Headmastress, Sydenham County 
Secondary School): Secretary. Mr. W. E. Nichol- 
son. © B.E. (Colonial Education Service).

The Government of Palestine is not directly respon- 
sible for the schools, but makes a grant towards the 
cost of their upkeep. “ The amount of thrs grant 
and the basis on which it is fixed are matters on 
which the Government and the Vaad Leumi do not 
see eye to eye.” he said. 

Sir Leon mentioned the fact that on a number of 
occasions difficulties had arisen over the payment 
of teachers’ salaries, with the result that sometimes 
the teachers had gone on strike. There had also 
been criticism of the Jewish cducational system 
on the ground that the different types of school 
included in it were not sufficiently unified on the 
purely administrative side. Another . question 
requiring investigation was that of the co-ordina- 
tion between the elementary and secondary schools 
and between the latter and the Hebrew University. 

Among the further matters with which the Com- 
mission would be concerned were the terms and 
conditions under which the teachers were employed. 

These and cognate questions would form the 
subject-matter of the Commission's imquiry, which 
would thus be concerned not with the purely edu- 
cational aspects of the system. but with problems 
of administrative machinery, structure, and finance. 

“| hope,” said Sir Leon, “to be able to act as 
a link -between my colleagues on the Commission 
and the educational authorities of the Yishuv and 
to facilitate mutual understanding between them. 
From the contact | have so far had with the Charr- 
man and other members of the Commission, I feel 
sure that they will approach the task with sym- 
pathy and a genuine desire to help in removing any 
difficulties that may exist.”

Penalising Palestine 


Some pungent observations upon the part which 
Transjordan merchants are playing as suppliers 
of the black market in Palestine as a result of 
anomalies in the grant of import licences (by the 
Middle East Supply Centre) were made im a recent 
leading article in the Patestine Post and have 
put the situation in its proper light (writes our 
Jerusalem correspondent). 

“ The small, out-of-the-way township of Amman 
(capital of Transjordan),” writes the Post, “ has 
become one of the principal commercial centres of 
this part of the world. With its 10,000 inhabitants, 
it has been transformed imto a_ trading inter- 
mediary between New York and the cities of the 
Eastern Mediterranean—Jerusalem, Beirut, and 
Damascus, the capital cities; Tel-Aviv-Jaffa, with 
their combined populations of a quarter of a 
million: Haifa, the: naval port; and their busy‘ 
industrial hinterlands. .. . 

“ Goods are pouring into Transjordan in quanti- 


ties far beyond to-day’s néeds or even yesterday's , 


dreams of its inhabitants, in tons and grosses and 
thousands of dozens. according to their kind, 
sufficient to equip them, were they in need of such 
equipment, for the rest of their lives. All these 
oods cannot be wanted by the people of Trans- 
jordan even with their purchasing power enhanced 
by Palestine’s subsidies (for wheat).. The authori- 
ties know—or should know—that~for. the greater 
part they are brought across the frontiers into 
Palestine. the Lebanon, and Syria, the sales being 
effected even before the goods have crossed the 
Aulantic, 

“The authorities certainly know that for these 
imports Transjordan has been given the dollars, the 
Swiss francs, and the other hard currencies which 
Britain has been saving so painfully and tending 
so carefully——Transjordan, which cannot carn a 
dollar of its own: while Palestine, which by gift 
and skill contribudes millions of dollars to the 
pool, is denied their just use—else why the need 
to smuggle goods from Transjordan? © 


Satisfactory Quantities 


The other day, the Jaffa Arab daily Ap Diraa, 
reported that “ goods, ranging from textiles to 
fountain-pens, have been arriving in Transjordan 
in satisfactory quantities.” 

This means that Transjordan merchants, enabled 
by the policy of the M.E.S.C. to oblain quantities 
of consumer goods from. Britain and the United 
States far in excess of home market requirements, 
can sell them at exorbitant prices on the Palestine 
market, 
ago of a huge consignment of Cellophane and 
envelopes. being received by Amman merchants— 
I think. it was 200,000,000 envelopes, which 1s a 
ludicrous total when one remembers that the 
majority of Transjordan’s 375,000 inhabitants are 
(a) nomad Beduin tribestolk and (b) illiterate. But 
there was no ludicrous aspect to the large profits 
accruing to the sagacious Transjordan merchants 
who sold every envelope to Palestine—which ts 
quite literate and under-supplied! 

This is but one trivial incident in the whole 
policy of economic appeasement which, side by 
side with political appeasement, has been pursued 
as an active policy in the Middle East. 


THE LIMIT! 


Irag Opposes any suggestion of increasing the 
Jewish. population,.of Palestine, the Regent of lrag 
told the Paris correspondent of the New Yorx Times 
in an mterview. 

The Regent stated that his country was opposed 
to the idea of making Palestine a Jewish homeland 
and disagreed with the recent statement of President 
Truman about the Palestine problem. The Iraqi 
Government was opposed to any idea which might 
lead to an increase of the present Jewish population 
in Palestine. Their numbers in the country were 
already sufficient, according to the Regent.

BERLIN’S JEWS 
A Pitiable Fate 


NAZIS’ VICTIMS SHARE NAZIS’ 
PUNISHMENT

Berlin its in ruins. Its destruction is complete and 
irreparable. Not a street in the city which does 
not show gaping holes and crushed buildings. The 
hotel in which I am staying and from. which: this 
is being written. in the Kurturstendamm, is about 
the only decent and habitable building in the whole 
avenue. The Military Authorities are trying to cope 
with their ‘vast and difficult problems. The four- 
Power occupation of the city ws no casy weapon to 
wield. 

Within this ghost city are to be found the real 
ghosts of Germany and _ its capital—the semi- 
homeless and unwanted 9.000 or so Jews who are 
now in Berlin. Their lot pitiful bevond 
description. They have lost everything. and see no 
hope for themselves even if the Allies manage to 
Save the rest of the population. They have gained 
nothing from the defeat of the Nazis—that is 
nothing except the knowledge that the Nazis have 
ceased to function as the power within the Reich 
Their plight is as bad economically as before. and 
perhaps worse fhey now suffer the ignominy 
of being treated as Germans.

1.500 
managed to remain in: concealment, thanks to the 
help of a few decent non-Jews in the vicinity of the 
city who were prepared to risk their own necks to 
Save the victims of the regime. Some 3,000 were 
protected by marrying non-Jewish wives, but; on 
account of their children being reared as Jews, thes 
were still forced to wear the vellow. star. Ihe 
remainder are the class dubbed as “ privileged mixed 
marriages,” whose children were brought up as 
Christians and were thus exempted from wearing 
a star. This is the remnant of Berlin's Jewrs 
These Jews are ‘living on the verge of starvation 
They dread ‘the thought of the coming winter 
Whatever the plight. of the. general population 
will be, theirs will be infinitely worse unless some 
miracle happens in the interim They enjoy the 
full rights ‘of German citizenship, true equality.

No Help for Jews 
While ‘the Jew of Berlin suffers many hardships 


in the allocation of ration cards, he has added pains 
to bear from other directions, too Phere is in 
the city a well-known organisation known ,as 
Upler des Faschismus (Victuums. of Fascism). Hs 
membership and protection are offered to all those 
who can prove that by ther active participation in 
some politically anti-Nazi party, they were made to 
suffer at the hands of the Nazis. Strictly speaking 
this means ‘Communists and Socialists of — the 
extreme variety. The benefits accruing to us mem- 
bers are much. to- be desired Ihe recognised 
Opfer obtains’ Ration Card = No. I, assistance in 
clothing and housing accommodation—a_ precious 
boon in a hungry and bombed-out city. But to 
those who suffered on racial grounds only, doors 
of the institution are heavily barred. A case in 
point is worthy of note. 1 was informed by one 
applicant, who, a few days ago, returned from 
Sachsenhausen.. the notorious concentration .camp, 
that he had. duly made his application and was 
asked to. bring two witnesses to prove — his 
* victimisation.” His card of identity proving that 
he,-had been released from a concentration camp 
was. not accepted as sufficient proof. He brought 
his two witnesses, but his application remained filed. 
He called again; and by. chance saw his application 
lying on the table. | He was told by ‘the blushing 
official that he would have to bring a third witness. 
By this means he ‘was put off; and the ultimate 
end of his application can well be foreseen. _ The 
Jew is-not a “sufferer” in official Berlin. 1 am 
convinced that many will find this hard to believe, 
and the disillusionment will ‘be great. « But these are 
the facts conveyed to me by the representatives of 
the Gemeinde of Berlin. 


A Painful and Thankless Task 


Those who have assumed the role of office. a 
painful and thankless task, are making gallant 
attempts to organise the community. The offices 
of the Gemeinde in the Oranicnburger Strasse are 
working at full pressure. Those who work there 
are hopelessly underfed, but with complete mesirut 
nefesh are trying to list the Jews who have survived. 
It is hoped to have a complete register within the 
coming month, and I have been..promised_ that 
a copy will be made available for England. There 
are 60 children in the kinderheim for whom the 
Gemeinde takes full responsibility. Most of the 
children are the offspring of mixed marriages. Frail 
and delicate, but still cheerful, they play and receive 
a meagre form of instruction in this. institution 
Half of them are barefoot. They need shoes and 
clothes so badiy.

These “ ex-Arvans “ are thrilled at being attended 
to by good Jewish doctors—at least. so they savy.

The local representative of Youth. Aliyah in 
Lisbon, Mrs, Wohlwill, has raised nearly £1,000 tor 
Youth Alivah, and for the first ume five Portuguese 
children have gone to Palestine under the care of 
Youth Alivah: Hundreds of Jewish children in 
Tangier, with no possibility of proper education 
or of learning a trade or earnmg a decent living,

American efforts to pass legislation that wil! 
prevent discrimination against applicants for em- 
ployment on the ground of race or creed are meet- 
ing with considerable opposition, Chief opponent 
of the new measures is a Mississippi Senator.

SURVIVORS IN BAVARIA 


There are now about 15,000 Jews in Bavaria 
reports the J.T A. .

CURBING JEW-BAITERS 
Sequel to Cracow Pogrom 


Three Jewish deputations, appointed by the Centra! 
Committee of Jews in Poland, called upon members 
of the Polish Cabinet in Warsaw to urge additional! 
protection tor Jewish iife and property because of the 
anti-Jewish disturbances which recently occurred in 
various parts of the country, reports Warsaw radio 
in a Yiddish broadcast 

One deputation, which calied on Dr. Wladyslaw 
Kiernik, Minister for Public Administration, was 
received “in rather an unpleasant atmosphere,” the 
broadcast said. When it was pointed owt to the 
Minister that a recent conference of the Polish Peasant 
Party had adopted anti-Semitic resolutions, he denied 
that this was true. The peasants in Poland, he said. 
were not interested in the Jewish question. 

_ The interests of the peasants were centred in the 
forthcoming elections and in land reforms, he de- 
clared, adding that the only elements in Poland who 
stirred up anti-Jewish sentiments were. the under: 
fround army still maintained by leaders of the former 
olish Government-in-Exile in London. He promised 
that all those guilty of participating in anti-Jewish 


outbreaks would be punished. 


A similar promise was made by Dr. Henryk 
Swiatkowski, Minister of Justice, to a second deputa 
tion. He assured the Jewish leaders that severe 


. punishment had already been dealt out to partici 


pants in anti-Jewish disturbances, and added that a 
decree designed to curb anti-Jewish activities wa 
now undér discussion by the Cabinet and would soon 
be promulgated 


Strong Measures to be Taken 


Colonci Maiskewski, Under-Secretary of State fo: 
Public Security, upon whom the third deputation 
calied, said ‘that: the strongest possible measures 
were being taken to prevent any further anti-Jewish 
excesses. He emphasised that special precautions 
had been taken to protect Jewish children’s homes 
and other Jewrsh mMstitutions Hie also reveaied that 
General Witold the Commander-in-C hiel of the 


‘Polish Militia, had issued special instructions the 


previous mopth, outlining the measures which were 
fo be adopted Dy iocal militia Torees to protect Jew ~ 
from anti-Semitic gangs 

In a statement msucd London Atfred 
hiderkiewicz. the Polish Chargé d’Affaires. he

“We are sorry that such things hi 
Poland at this moment, but we believe that the anti 
lewish crimes are contrary to the whole mentalits 
not only of the Polish -Government:’ but of the 
entire Polish nation.

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THE QUISLING TRIAL 
Complicity in Exterminating Jews 


The passages in the Quisling trial of the greatest 
interest to the Jewish community are, of course, 
‘hose dealing with Quisling’s connivance in or 
responsibility for the Nazi anti-Jewish 
measures which were carried out in Norway in 
1042 and which resulted in the virtual extermina- 
Hon of the entire Jewish community here, writes 
our Oslo correspondent. 

() has been stated that every single Jew in 
Norway was forcibly removed to Germany and 
that they were all put to death in the lethal 
chambers attached to the concentration camps. 
This. however, is not altogether the case, as quite

of approximate'y 1,000 Jews forcibly expelled, only 
of 14 have survived.

Senator Bilbo’s Race-hatred 
Outbursts 


American efforts to pass legislation that will 
Prevent discrimination against applicants for em- 
ployment on the ground of race or creed are meet- 
ing with considerable opposition. Chief opponent 
of the new measures 1s a Mississippi Senator. 
Theodore G. Bilbo. who has achieved considerable 
notoriety of late by the violence, crudeness, and 
otlénsiveness of his letters to correspondents who 
have written to him to protest against his moves 
to block the new legislation, and against his 
incessant attacks against certain of the so-called 
minority groups in America on the floor of the 
Scnate. 

Deportation and mob violence are some of the 
threats used by this rabid Jew-baiter. In a reply 
to Mr. Leonard E. Golditch, Executive Secretary 
of the National Committee to Combat Anti- 
Ssemitism, Bilbo wrote: 

“ There are £,000,000 Jews in the United States 
and the majority of them are very fine American 
ciuzens, but if Jews of your type don't quit sponsor- 
ing and traternising with the negro race you are 
£omg Ww arouse so much opposition to all of you 
that they will ect a very strong invitation to pack 
up and resettle in Palestine the homeland of the 
Jews, just as we propose to provide for. the volun- 
tary resetticment of the American negro in West 


Africa, their fatherland. 


“Now do not pop off and say that I am in 
favour of sending the Jews to Palestine. What | 
am trying to Say to you is that there are just a few 
of you New York Jew kikes [the Senator's usual 
term for Jews] that are fraternising and socialising 
with the negroés for selfish and political reasons, 
and if you keep it up you will arouse the opposi- 
uon of the better class of your own race.

SURVIVORS IN BAVARIA 


Thére are now. about 15,000. Jews in Bavaria, 
reports the J.T.A. . They are mainly concentrated 
in five centres: 1,600 are in Munich, 6,000 in 
Feldafing, and 4,000 in Landsberg. There are also 
800 patients in the St. Ottihen Hospital and 400 
in. the Ganting Hospital, all of them suffering from 
tuberculosis. 

The Jews in Munich have been installed m 
private apartments and rooms belonging to Nazis 
who are under arrest. The local authorities have 
allotted additional rations to the Jews who were in 
concentration camps, but they are completely with- 
out the funds-to provide for needs other than, food, 
and nobody seems to be concerned about providing 
them with the other necessities of life. 

A central representative body acts on behalf of 
all the stateless Jews in the American, British, and 
French zones. It ts estimated that this body speaks 
for 50,000 people.

CURBING JEW-BAITERS 
Sequel to Cracow Pogrom 


Three Jewish deputations, appointed by the Centra! 
Committee of Jews in Poland, called upon members 
of the Polish Cabinet in Warsaw to urge additional! 
protection tor Jewish life and property because of the 
anti-Jewish disturbances which recently occurred in 
various parts of the country, reports Warsaw radio 
in a Yiddish broadcast 

One deputation, which called on Dr. Wladyslaw 
Kiernik, Minister for Public Administration, was 
received “in rather an unpleasant atmosphere,” the 
broadcast said. When it was pointed out to the 
Minister that a recent conference of the Polish Peasant 
Party had adopted anti-Semitic resolutions, he denied 
that this was true. The peasants in Poland, he said. 
were not interested in the Jewish question. 

_ The interests of the peasants were centred in the 
forthcoming elections and in land reforms, he de- 
clared, adding that the only elements in Poland who 
stirred up anti-Jewish sentiments were the under- 
round army still maintained by leaders of the former 
olish Government-in-Exile in London. He promised 
that all those guilty of participating in anti-Jewish 
outbreaks would be punished. 7 
_A similar promise was made by Dr. Henryk 
Swiatkowski, Minister of Justice, to a second deputa 
tion. He assured the Jewish leaders that severe 
punishment had already been dealt out to partici- 
pants in anti-Jewish disturbances,. and added that a 
decree designed to curb anti-Jewish activities was 
now under discussion by the Cabinet and would soon 
be promuleated 


Strong Measures to be. Takea 


Colonel Matskewski, Under-Secretary of State fo: 
Public Security, upon whom the third deputation 
called, said that the strongest possible measures 
were Oeing taken to prevent any further anti-Jewish 
cxoesses. He emphasised that special precautions 
had Leen taken to protect Jewish children’s homes 
and other Jewish institutions. He also revealed that 
General Witold, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Polish Militia, had issued special -instructions the 
previous mopth, outlining the measures which were 
to be adopted by local militia forces to protect Jews 
from. anti-Semitic gangs. 

In. a Statement issued in London by: M. ‘Alfred 
hiderkiewicz, the Polish Chareé d'Affaires. he 
declared 


“We are sorry that such things happened in the new 


Poland at this moment, but we believe that the anti 
Jewish crimes are contrary to the whole mentality 
not only of the Polish Government but of the 
entire Polish nation 

“These brutal gangster attacks are being carried 
out by organised bands of reactionary clements in 
Poland who think that by making pogroms they 
will not only harm the Jews, but also the democratic 
regime of Poland. The gangsters usually come out 
of the woods and kill not only Jews, but also Polish 
soldiers and militiamen. .

Its outlook is universalistic. [t turns 
the thoughts of its observers not to Jews alone but to all 
Creation, to the world as a whole, to its purpose, and to 
the hopes and dreams of all who dwell therein. Never, in 
all the generations during which this Festival has. been 
observed, has this aspect ceased to testify to its unique 
quality. Never, surely, more than now, has it needed to be 
stressed with such unsparing emphasis. A note of urgent 
necessity is, indeed, sounded again and again in our Festival's 
services. 

Falling, as the Festival does, on a Sabbath, this year, the 
Shofar will not be blown in to-morrow’s Synagogue ser- 
vices; but its memories cannot fail to haunt the minds of the 
worshippers at this time, to raise us out of a deadening 
complacency and warn us that the world, now proclaimed 
to have had its “ last chance,” cannot save itself by dint 
of materialist improvement, even if buttressed on a perfect 
organisation for the safeguarding of peace. Many may 
recall that not long before the war all the nations pledged 
themselves to refrain from using war as an instrument of 
national policy. Others may ask whether the very steps, 
taken or announced sometimes unilaterally by the Powers, 
to defend their future security, bespeak uneasiness about 
the latest péace moves, and a resolve to reinsure that security. 
As through a glass darkly the nations see vaguely that some- 
thing ts yet lacking in their defensive provision, something 
more potent even than an armed collective force ready to 
fall on an aggressor, something that will save them from the 

‘unforeseeable ingenuities of human perverseness. That 
sense of something. missing was expressed by the Prime 
Minister, this week, when he told us that “ we have seen 
the garnered fruits of years of toil destroyed and dispersed 
in a few years,” and that, “ unless we can set on the other 
side a gain in the progress of the human spirit and in the 
growth of a new conception of human society, those losses 
will have been in vain: And the crying need tor this same 
spiritual Conquest is voiced with more directness in the 
words of our immemorial Rosh Hashana prayers: “ Now; 
therefore, O Lord our God, impose Thine awe upon 
all Thy works and Thy dread over all that Thou has created, 
that all- Thy works may fear Thee and all creatures pros- 
trate themselves before Thee, that they may all form one 
band to do Thy will with a perfect heart.” And the realisa- 
tion of this prayerful vision is bodied forth in the stirring 
words of Isaiah: : 

‘And un shall.come to pass in the last days. that the mountain 
of the Lord's house shall be established in the top of the. 
mountains. and shall be exalted above the hills, and all nations 
shall flow‘iinto it 

“ And many people shall go and say, Come ye, and let us 
g0 up.to the mountain of the Lord, to. the house of the God 
of Jacob, and he will teach us of his .ways. and we will walk 
in his paths: for out of Zion shall go forth the law. and the 
word of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

“ And he shall judge among the nations, and shall! rebuke 
many people ; and they shall beat their swords into ploughshares, 
and their spears mto pruming hooks; nation shall not lift up 
sword against matron, neither shall they learn war any more.” 

In these words is drawn the real road to enduring peace. 
They are timeless Jewry’s message to the world, and to 
ignore them is to bring “ doom to its doors.” =~ 


COMMUNITY LIBEL 


Al its meeting last Sunday the Board of Deputies, afte: 
a long debate sustained on a level unusually hien for 
that body, approved almost unanimously the report on 
Community Libel presented by tts. Standing’ Committee 
and very ably drawn up by the Committee's Secrétary, 
Mr. SIDNEY Satomon, The importance of this step— 
the first of its Kind to which the Board has agreed—is 
not to be underestimated, and the action of the Deputies, 
taken alter very serious deliberation and with a full sense 
Of its gravity, will doubtless receive the acquiescence of the 
general body of the Community. 

ihe Committee's proposals do not suggest that protection 
against defamation should be accorded to Jews alone but. 
that # should be made available to any section of His 
Majesty's subjects distinguishable by race, creed, or 
colour, They do not seek redress by means of actions for 
slander or civil libel-—actions for redress of private wrongs 
entailing, if successful, damages against the defendants—but 
under the law of criminal libel which is invoked against a 
public wrong. What ts sought is a deterrent against group 
defamation. For this purpose civil libel actions would not 
be effective in the case either of a poor defendant who could 
cheerfully disregard the possibility of damages, or of a 
wealthy ‘man who might be ready to pay, even handsomely, 
for the gratification of some special hate or nefarious per- 
sonal ambition, 

ihe Deputies were under no delusions as to the diffi- 
culties inherent in the whole subject of the legal restraint 
of community defamation. Indeed, if they had been, Mr. 
Nevitte Lasxr’s weighty warning would have swiftly and 
eflectively undeceived them. Quite apart from the often 
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insurmountable legal perplexities and pitfalls as the law 
now stands, there looms up the invincible and quite honour- 
able British aversion from anything remotely seeming like 
an invasion of the freedoms of the subject and his right to 
free speech. After the bout of restrictions that accompanied 


the war, and from which the nation has not yet shaken 
itself entirely free, that sentiment is hardly likely to have 
become less acute. That the Jewish Community, which 
has suffered more than any other from the denial of liberty, 
shares this attitude can be left in no doubt. The fact that 
the Deputies’ Committee put on one side any resort to 
aménding the law of slander itself—there ts no such thing as 
criminal slander—plainly indicates that there is no thought 
of closing the lips of the private citizen. As for the law 
of criminal libel, Lard Campbell's Act of 1843 laid it 
down (cl. 96.5.6) that the truth of the imputation contained 
in a libel was a defence to a criminal prosecution, provided 
that the defendant could prove, in addition to its truth, that 
its publication was for the public benefit. Clearly this 
provides the fullest possible safeguard against any attempt 
to suppress civil freedom, or truth. All that the Committee 
now asks for is that the law be clarified and prosecutions 
facilitated in cases in which a community Is defamed by an 
imputation that is false, and by the publication of which 
a grave public disservice is threatened. It 1s quite obvious 
that neither the Jewish Community nor any other body of 
reasonable men would so foolishly jeopardise themselves as 
to take action against any defamatory publication if they 
knew it to be well-founded. On the other hand, it is not 
unlikely that some blackguardly Jew-baiter would, as the 
law now stands, risk an attempt to prove a demonstrable 
lie simply out of a desire to use a court of law asa sounding- 
board for the dissemination of further falsehoods. 

The difficulties, and even dangers, that beset the whole

subject of community libel did indeed dissuade two earlier 
Jewish Committees from recommending any action at all. 


But itis of the highest significance that only recently Holland 


and Switzerland—two intensely democratic countries, one 
of which, Holland, has been a conspicuous sufferer from 
its loss of liberty during the horror of the Nazi occupation— 
have not hesitated to place a legal ban on community libel. 
Ihe truth is that since the two Jewish Committees reported, 
a new factor has emerged that must compel even the most 
stubborn libertarian to think again. Anti-Semitism, that 
most subtle and ‘pervasive of-all forms of group aspersion, 
has been revealed not only as a national but as an inter- 
national peril. We now have had proved beyond question 
that its malevolent influence cannot be confined to- any 
country which harbours it, and we Know it has been system- 
atically’ propagated for purposes of the vilest aggression 
without regard to expense, among certain nations. It was, on 
his own admission, Hitler's most powerful. weapon in the 


‘disruption of States marked down by him for conquest. 


Nobody, in all the discussions that have occurred in. San 
Francisco and elsewhere, has suggested how this political 
atomic bomb can bé neutralised or defeated. Yet the 
Governments and their peoples cannot stand with folded 
arms in presence of the portent. On the Jewish people, 
prime target of this form of group defamation, falls a clear 
responsibility to take the lead in meeting the peril even 
more in the interests of humanity at large than in their.own. 
In the Deputies’ proposals a valuable step in this direction 
is urged by the civilised process of adjusting the law to meet 
the conditions of the times. 
curbing of liberty but the very necessary restramt of licence 

surely a small sacrifice, if any at all, by comparison with 
the penalties of inaction. He must be a strangely perverted 
libertarian who would resist the Deputies’ preposals on the 
grounds that they might restrict the freedom of men to 
launch.a second Hitlerism upon the world. 


BRITAIN AND THE MIDDLE EASI 


Tue Foreign Secretary has. summoned to London, for con- 
sultation. His Majesty's representatives at Teheran. Beirut, and 
Jedda, and it is expected that Mr. Bevin will take the oppor- 
tunity to review. with these representatives and with the 
Ambassadors in Cairo and Bagdad problems which are 
common to the Near and Middle East as a whole, as well as 
British relations with the individual countries concerned. It 
seems Obvious that. Palestine. can scarcely be left entirely out 
of the discussions. Whatever the direction these important 
talks may take, it is most earnestly to be hoped that the 


responsible authorities at home will gain a true, objective, and 
factual appraisal of the state of affairs in the regions con- 
cerned, and in particular that they will not fall prey to the 
bogies so often conjured up by persons with special axes to 
grind in those parts, which sometimes deceive even their own 
makers, to the confusion of wise counsel and of statesmanlike 
policy in this country.

IS THE LESSON LEARNED AT LAST? 


SEVERAL passages in the Prime Minister's broadcas: this 
week deserved to be pondered in connection with the Middle 
East situation. He urged his hearers to remember that it was 
the Japanese action in Manchuria that started the train of 
events which culminated in the world war. The failure to 
deal with this first breach of the peace destroyed the authority 
of the League of Nations., The lesson that peace is indi: i\ible 
and can only be preserved by the resolute maintenance of the 
rule of law all over the world should have been learn: ip 
1918. It was not, and so a second world war started. The 


‘explanation for the default that occurred was largely to be 


found in the inability of the Powers who had won the fire 
of the two wars to provide the necessary force for The pre- 
vention of -violent action by sectional interests pending the 
completion of the negotiations for world peace. This time. 
Mr. Attlee declered, we must not fail the world. These words 
have an obvious relevance to the supposed perils in the Middle 
East.- Like the Japanese of those far-off days, and the Italians 
who seized Corfu, the handful of Arab mischief-makers who 
largely constitute the “perils” count on the conditions and 
anxieties of a war-weary world to have their threats of violence 
heeded. It is to be hoped. therefore, that Mr. Attlee’s remarks 
will not escape the attention of these Levantine gentr\, and 
that, if the occasion’ warrants, the substance of the Prime 
Minister’s words will be kept well in mind = during the 
coming Middle East consultations, Once the threateners of 
wolence are made to understand that should they resort to force 
in any atlempt to secure their wishes, in the hope that a second 
Martichuria will be seen in the Near East, they would pay the 
inevitable penalty, we shall find that most of the “perilous prob- 
lems” of the Middle East will melt away like snow. before 
the sun. For the plain truth is that thé so-called “ difficulties ” 
and “ problems” and “immense complexities” with which 
our political “fat boys” delight to make our flesh creep are 
simply one thing: fear of violence. Once make it plain that, 
while every plea of justice will. carry the fullest weight. vio- 
lence will simply defeat its ends, then nine-tenths of the Govern- 
ments Palestine problem ~ will vanish. 


THE ANTI-ALIEN HUNT 


It will be a source of regret to many that THE Times should 
have lent the influence of its columns to the refugee hunt which 
has now begun without at least pufting in a word of reminder 
that something may at least be said for the proposed victims 
In an article printed in Tuesday’s.issue it speaks of the concern 
felt by many people at the continued presence here of “so 
many foreign refugees,” and of the feeling that the “time has 
arrived when special efforts should be made to: repatriate 
them.” We are told that in some parts of Britain their presence 
is a Cause of irritation, that “ even though many of them have 
been attached to the armed forces, the fact that the Govern- 
ments to which they. owe allegiance long ‘since. left this 
country makes people wonder why they. are still here.” that 
“Poles. Czechs, and families of other nationalities, apart from 
German Jews, occupy houses which are badly wanted by home- 
less Britons and in some instances are creating grave. social 
problems.”

Addressing a mecting held at 
Hall (at which Dr. J, Posner, Vice-President 
of the Manchester branch of the N.Z.O 
presided), Dr. L. Altman, of Jerusalem, main- 
tained that the N.Z.O. was the only organisa- 
tion which stood for political Zionism, the General 
Zionists being mostly piHlanthropic Zionists.

IS ANGLO-JEWRY AWARE 
OF EUROPEAN PLIGHT? 


Sir Simon Marks’s Glasgow 
Appeal 


Disappointment at the response so far to the 
P.A. was voiced by Sir Simon Marks, President 
of the U.P.A. Committee for Great Britain and 
Ireland, when he appealed in behalf of the cam- 
paign at Glasgow last week. 

Speaking at a luncheon for business men in the 
Ca'doro Restaurant (organised by the local U.P.A. 
Committee), Sir Simon said that they had set out 
in this country to raise £1,000.,000, and to his 
surprise the figure reached up to date was less than 
£375,000. Sometimes he wondered if people in 
this country were really aware of the stark and 
sombre tragedy that had overtaken their brethren 
in Europe. Of Poland's pre-war Jewish population 
of over 3,000,000, less than 10 per cent—some 
210,000—were expected to return. At least 25 per 
cent of these surviving Jews were suffering from 
tuberculosis. It was estimated that they could 
salvage about 40,000 men and women between the 
ages of 16 and 24. 

Are we still going to allow the harassed remnants 
of Jewry to remain in Europe. asked the speaker, 
or are we going to make one big elfiort to re- 
habilitate them spiritually, mentally, and 
physically? Are we going to give them something 
of ourselves—a sacrifice? Surely the history of 
the past few years must have taught us something, 
This was the moment, said Sir Simon, to support 
the U.P.A, in a manner they had not imagined they 


could before. 


Other speakers were Rabbi Kopul Rosen (who 
presided) and Mr. -Michael Black, 
The sum of £3,000 was contributed.

Chief Rabbi’s Council in Action 


The Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council 
siaies that it has dispatched large consignments of 
lood and religious requisites to the Jewish centres 
in Berlin, Hamburg, Osnabriick. Cologne, and 
other places in the British. zone of occupation im 
Germany, as well as to Austria and centres in the 
American zone of occupation in Germany, in- 
cluding Frankfort, Mannheim, Munich. and Felda- 
hing. 

A consignment of four tons of foodstuffs and 
religious requisites has been sent to France. 

The Council was informed that up to the middle 
of August no material assistance had been given 
to Jews in the American occupation zone. Arrange- 
menis were made for the supply of four tons of 
welfare items for the inmates of the camp at 
Feldafing. 
Ihe Council also arranged for three tons of 
rehef tems for Jewish survivors in Norway.

BRILLIANT SCIENTIST 

The announcement in this paper recently of the 
appointment to the Professorship ot Physiology at 
King’s College, University of London, of Lieut.- 


Colonel John Yudkin, R.A.M.C., brings into the 
limelight a young medical scientist who has had 
a really brilhant career. He was born on August 


8. 1910, in London, and studied at Chelsea College, 
London, Christ's College. Cambridge, and the 
London Hospital. Here ts the chronological recital 


of his degrees and diplomas :—1929: B.Sc. (Lond.), 
Honours. in~ Chemistry; 1931: B.A. 
(Cantab.) (Natural Science Tripos): 1934:.M.A.; 


1935: Ph.D. (Camb.); 1938: -M.B.. B.Ch. (Camb.); 
1943: M.D. (Camb.).. His distinctions 
include an Open Scholarship to Cambridge €1929), 
the Benn Levy Research ‘Studentship, L ethéby 
Prize in Pathology (London Hosprtal), Grocers’ 
Company Medical Research Scholarship, and Su 
Hailey Stewart Research Fellowship. From 1940 to 
1943. after extensive research and climical exper 
ence, he was Director of Medical Studies at Christ's, 
Cambridge, then proceeding as R.A.M.C. Captain 
to research at the Royal Army Medical College in 
London and then aS pathologist to the West Africa 
Forces at Sterra Leone. Professor: Yudkin’s publica- 
cations, particularly on biochemical and nutritional 
subjects, are so numerous as to require an index to 
themselves! A collaborator m one ot his papers 
in the Lancer is his brother Mr. S. Yudkin. Pro- 


tessor. Yudkin’s wife lives in Cambridge.

ceedings. It was for this reason they had thought 
+ advisable that there should be an additional 
weapon which they could use. 

Dr. R. Bienenfeld seconded the amendment, 
but suggested that he himself would ask Mr. 
Landau to withdraw it if the report being drawn 
up by the World Jewish Congress (for submission 
‘o the Board and not to any non-Jewish body) 
on the foreign law on this subject were annexed 
to the Board’s report as a source of information. 

Mr. Nevitte Last, K.C. (hon.-member), said 
he had emerged from his somewhat self-imposed 
ceclusion to speak on this matter. He referred to 
a cas@gof libel in which he himself had been the 
plaintiff, as an individual and as a Jew, and he 
had not proceeded before the most careful con- 
sideration with a distinguished counsel on hbel and 
slander and a firm of solicitors who would have 
an objective view. He would also like to point 
out that the previous expressions of opinion had 
been from such distinguished persons as a Pro- 
fessor of Lew at Oxford and Mr. Langdon, and 
they were irrevocably opposed. He also referred to 
» memorandum by Mr. George Webber and him- 
<elf which was sent to the Porter Committee, dur- 
ing his Presidency of the Board, and he had been 
told by Lord Porter that that had been a valuable 
contribution, 

He begged the World Jewish Congress not to 
interfere in this matter. He was satisfied that at 
they. sought an invitation to give evidence on it, 
they would be refused. This was an English matter 
and pot an international matter. In any case, the 
memorandum would be of no value to the Porter 
Committee and he hoped it would not be used. 


Difficulties of Civil Action 


Of the so-called minority report, he said no 
impartial person could consider it as such, With 
regard to the civil remedy, he found himself as 
a practising lawyer not understanding the minority 
report. In a civil action they had to prove that 
the words brought the person into ridicule, hatred, 
and contempt. That was embodied in the Com- 
mon Law of England,. In order to be satished 
that these things were inherent in the words used 
they cither had to speak for themselves or they 
would have to plead innuendo. Mr. Laski ex- 
plained the difficulties that would arise in the case 
of. for example, the frequent libel published that 
the Jews controlled the Bank of England He 
most emphatically ‘begged the Board to have 
neihing to do with civil proceedings. , 

With regard to. Criminal Law, he had always 
shought ii best to leave well alone. In Manitoba 
they had had only one proceeding. In New Jersey, 
i had ‘been. decided by all categories . that. the 
remedy might be worse than the’ disease and they 
had never utilised the law. “ Although I am 
prepared to. stand by your application to the 
Porier Committee,” declared Mr. Laski, “ and to 
present a hundred-per-cent front in favour, never- 
theless. 1 warn you as a community that there are 
the very gravest difficulties in regard to this 
matier”” The undying attachment of the people 
ef this country to liberty of speech might be an 
obstacle in the way 

Mr. Isaac Lanpau (United Synagogue) said he 
thought it would be a -mistake to go to the Porter 
Committee. They should go direct. 

Max. Gorpon LiverMan (Dublin, United) said he 
had never been unmindful of the tremendous difh- 
culties and dangers surrounding this matter. . He 
regretted the introduction of references to the 
Porter Committee, They had a job to do on.this 
question before the Porter Committee was revived: 
He had no hesitation in coming down agamst 
civil proceedings. The whole value ofthis thing 
would be its deterrent quality. 

Mr. Barnerr Jannek, MP, (Leeds, United) 
pointed .out that private members’ motions would 
not. he considered in Parliament for the next year. 
The matter could only get consideration if it had 
Government approval and Government inrtiative. 

Mr. Landau withdrew his amendment, having 
regard to Mr. Laski’s speech, he said. 


Reference Back Moved 


De. P. Riepsenretp (Whitley Bay), then moved 
the reference back of the report to the Standing 
Committee, He would have wished for several 
memoranda to be. circulated to members, giving 
easons for and against, before the proposal was 
brought up. © Experience had shown that such a 
law was not always a good thing. The experience 
of German Jewry, which was not mentioned, he 
said, had not been @avourable with régard to the 
appearance of anti-Semites in court. He advocated 
4 campaign of education as an answer 
antt-Semitism. 

He was seconded by Mr. Percy Conen (W, Lon- 


don Synagogue), who said he thought there ought 
to have bech a minority report on the lines of Mr 
Laski's speech. 

Mr. Laski intervened and suggested that the dis- 
cussion should be deferred, without a reference 
back, and members should be citculated with 
reports of the two previous commitices and the 
letter he drafted when he ceased to be President, 
and the matter be discussd on a later occasion 
untrammeliled by the presence of the press. 

Dr. Riebenfeld agreed to withdraw his amend- 
ment if this was accepied, but the suggestion was 
turned down and the discussion continued. 

Others who took part included Mr. B. Moss. 
who said it would carry more weight if they com- 
bined with other organisations, such as the Council 
of Jews and Christians, on the thesis that com- 
munal libel was against the national interest: Mr. 
L. J. Hypteman, J.P. (Ealing and Acton). who 
thought they had a duty not to miss this oppor- 
tunity when the Porter Committee had been set 
up to go imto the question of improving the law 
of libel: Mr. H. Luspock (Great Street), 
who pointed out that the legislatio they were 
seeking was to deal with those who used anti- 
Semitism to build up a political movement: and 
Mr. A. D. N. Naparro (Spanish and Portuguese), 
who suggested leaving such matters to. for instance. 
the Council for Civil Liberties. 


Detining Policy 


The President, summing up, said that few matiers 
had ever been discussed so thoroughly and so 
effectively as that had been. Opposition to the 
Proposal put forward in the memorandum had 
been strong and effective in the past. Mr. Laski's 
warning to the Board had been of great import- 
ance. The matter involved dangers not only after 
such a law was passed but in the process of asking 
for uw. They had to ask what line they should 
lake in view of those dangers. There came a 
sHuation in the life of a people when they said 
they undertook the possibility of danger because 
they realised that without that undertaking there 
might be more serious danger in the future. 

e document had been prepared not as evidence. 
but had been put in the form of a policy. By 
their vote that day they would be defining the line 
of policy m regard to: the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. The procedure to be taken to carry out 
that policy would be discussed by the Bxecutive. 

The motion for the reference back was defeated, 
only ten voting in favour. The report was adopted 
by an overwhelming majority, only one or two 
Voting against 1. 


Return of Service Men and Women. 


Professor Brodetsky moved the adoption of the 
report of the Executive Committee, which had 
considered, among other things, the. status of 
refugees in this country, a question which had been 
postponed pending further information being made 
available; the reintegration into communal life 
of returning members of the Forces and those 
engaged in war indusirneées; and employment after 
the war. 

With regard to the second, the Commitice had 
taken note that arrangements had been made 
through the War-Services Committee for Jewish 
Chaplains to, get in touch with Jewish s€rving per- 
sonnel and advise them to get in touch with their 
local congregation or Synagogue on their retyrn 
to. civilian life: It was hoped that ministers and 
Hon. Officers would make suitable arrangemenis 
to receive them and enable them-to take - their 
proper place in the life of the cOmmunily. 

In regard to the third, the Executive recom- 
mended that the sub-Committee which considered 
Uns problem should continue in existence and 


further consider the establishment of an office at - 


the Board with a panel of advisers who could 
give advice on matters referred to them, especially 
im cases of discrimination, of difficulties in regard 
to Sabbath observance. and of guidance into new 
vocations,” In the Provinces the local Representa- 
tive Councils could be utilised for giving assistance 
and guidance as required. In London, the sugges- 
tion of an office at the Board could only be experi- 
mental and iis continuance or extension would 
depend on the experience of Hs: usefulness. 

He had been informed, said the President, that 
the report gave a false impression of what the 
T.A.C. was doing in that matter... He hoped that, 
if that was so, what he said would dispel it... They 
had forgotien to ask for the full co-operation of 
the T.A.C. on that sub-committee, but at a meect- 
ing it had been decided to, ask the T.A.C. for a 
report on what they were doing in connection with 
this. matter in order to include it in the sub- 
committee's report. They looked forward: to -all 
possible co-operation by the T.A.C. in the matter

This Committee has 
aiready forwarded 12 bales of clothine (mea'’s, women’s. and 
children’s wear) to Holland. 12 bales to Belgium, 3 to France 
9 parcels to Greece and 22 bales to Poland... Proper con- 
tacts have been established with responsible bodies in the 
above-mentioned countres We have in hand about five 
thousand garments which we are anxious to dispatch to the 
Continent during the next few weeks and in this connection 
we shal! be glad to hear from anyone willing to lend a hand 

even for a few hours a day-—-so as to make this possible. 
These premises will be open all day and every day except 
Saturdays and Festivals. Mav we also appeal to corcligionists 
in all parts of the country to send us clothing. boots and 
shoes so that as much as possible may be dispatched to 
all parts of the Continent... The President of the Ceriral 
Board of Greek Jewish Communities in a letter received the 
other day writes: ** Deportces are returning from the German 
camps and practically.all of them are without clothing and 
shoes. Children in Athens and Larissa have suffered greatly 
because of the war and German occupation."’ A collecting 
van will be sent to any address in Manchester and suburbs. 
The psychological effect of giving our brethren in Europe 
(their heaith undermined by years of privation and persecu- 
tion) damaged and shabby clothes is so bad that we will not 
send out clothing uniess it is in good condition and imme- 
diately wearable.

But there is another type of young Service- 
woman who ftrankly admits that she views with no 
pleasure the cessation cf her official duties and her 
tramsterence back to civilian life.. She is the type 
of girl who mixes well. who has enjoyed to the 
full the social facilities that Service life has pro- 
vided, and who furthermore is. sufficiently intelli- 
gent to envisage some of the difficulties that beset 
the life of ordinary citizens in the post-war period. 

Yet another type is anxious to get demobbed, but 
has no very clear idca of what she is about to do 
when she does come out of the Services. 

The girl who yearns for nothing so much as to 
return to the buSifess of making and looking afte 
a home will not necessarily carry out this exccllent 
ambition unaided by the understanding of the effect 
on her character and outhook of several. years’ war 
service, She may be by nature and instinct 4 home 
type of young woman, and she may with under- 
standing make an excellent wife and mother.

Three Types 


HE demobilisation of womeri has already pro- 
vided some interesting sidclights the 
mentality and outlook of those who have served 

in the Forces. Many are only too pleased to return 
to more normal conditions of life. to take off for 
good and ail the uniform that transformed them 
originally initio numbers instead of individuals, and 
to enjoy the privileges of civilian freedom, in spite 
of the hardships of the moment. 

But there is another type of young Service- 
woman who frankly admits that she views with no 
pleasure the cessation of her ofhcial duties and her 
transference back to civilian life. She is the type 
of girl who mixes well. who has enjoyed to the 
full the soctal facilities that Service life has pro- 
vided, and who furthermore is sufficiently intelli- 
gent to envisage some of the difliculties that beset 
the life of ordmary citizens in the post-war period 

Yet another type is anxious to get demobbed, but 
has no very clear idea of what she is about to do 
when she does come out of the Services. 

The girl who yearns for nothing so much as‘ to 
return to the business of making and looking afte: 
a home will not necessarily carry out this excclient 
ambition unaided by the understanding of the effect 
on her character and outhook of several years’ war 
service, She may be by nature and instinct 4 home 
type of young woman, and shé may with under- 
standing make an excellent. wife and mother: Yet 
there is bound to be, at certain stages of her road 
back, a nostaigfc longing {or her former merry 
crowds of companions. 

Certainly, if and when she has a home ot het 
own, iu should not be in circumstances that con- 
demn her: to compicte isolation irom the society 
of other young women of her own age arid tastes, 
She will need the triendship of other girls, even 
if on leaving the Services she ts heartily giad to 
see the back of her noisy mates and only too 
thankiul to enjoy the privacy.of home lic. So 
that both the future husbands of such young women 
and those anxious for the welfare of the nation 
should provide for some form of community 
activity outside the home 

A method of doing ‘thjs, in combination with 
the practical needs of family life, is to establish 
in‘ most. districts centres. for child welfare, on a 
more elaborate scale than the clinics before the 
war. Young mothers found at these places some 
of the adult. companionship necessary and accept- 
able to them. And if at the children’s centres of 
the future. some . scheme for minding . children 
during definite hours could be organised, so. that 
youhg mothers could 20 on shopping expeditions 
or to an oceasional theatre, so much the bette! 


Nursing Service for Children 


lt has already been suggested that ° progressive 
local authorities could dae much in estaQlishing 
child-welfare centres where, mn addition to advice 
by skilled medical authorities, there was also avail- 
able some kind of nursing service, with sick-bays, 
for the treatment of children’s minor compiaints 
There are so many times in the Jifle of a child 
when he-is not ill in the hospital sense, but when 
proper Nursing and attention may. save him from 


‘a lifetime of semi-invalidism, but where, at the same 


time, such atiention is almost in 
own home. 

At the same ume. by making the child centre a 
companionable place. for young mothers to mcet, 
‘the psychological needs of the mothers could be 
met, Some of the progressive babies homes in 
the years immediately betore the war did undertake 
this kind of .social organtsauon for the mothers 
but the emphasis should be on: Inaking it a general 
nractice. and not merely an alleviation tor extreme 
poverty OF

At 
school, the bell goes to warn us that it is time to 
begin, and we all listen attentively and obey. ile 
signal; that is called school discipline. So it was 
with the Israelites, who were disciplined in. the 
wilderness and listened to the Shofar thai gave 
them directions or warnings. The Shofar con- 
tinued throughout Biblical times to announce im- 
portant national events, such as royal accession’ 
and directions in battle, and was used by watchmen 
on the towers. This same Shofar still directs and 
warns us and pulls us up before dangers: it appeals 
io us. There ts ne onc, 1 think, who is not moved 
by the sound of the Shofar. and it directs our 
thoughts from the maierial things of life to the 
spiritual life and bids us march on. “ Awake.” 
it says. “ ye who are asleep, arise from - your 
slumber.” 

The Musaf;, or Additional .Service. on. Rosh 
Hashana falls into three main divisions. and these 
three are separated by the sounding of the Shofar. 
O sound the great trumpet to proclaim our free- 
dom, . is a cry which has a special significance for 
us this year, 

The first’ section of the Musaf contains — texts 
relating to God. who is King over all creatures. 
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Kingdom on earth, a reign in. which justice shall 
have an important place. Then the. Service con- 
lipues, alter the sounding of the. Shofar, to remind 
us that New Year its a Dav of Memorial. and we 
call to. mind how God has always remembered us 
im-all.our trials, so that Rosh Hashana can truly 
deserve its second name of Again 


the Shofar sounds, and the Musaf enters its third 
chapter with verses recalling the Shofar and its 
Significance, assurme us of Gods comfort and 
presence tor ever, 

Truly the alarm sounded by. the Shofar is meant 
to waken us up from.our deep slumber. to open 
our ¢cycs not only to our physical and material but 
also lo oul spiritual future, for in more. senses 
than one the coming year means a new page. in 
our: history.

With regard to wider consultation, he continued, 
as far as they in th is country were concerned, they 
had attempted to have the procedure of wider con- 
sultation, even with a body which, he said. funda- 
mentally and logically had no right to exist. It 
had been of great value in this country to have 
been able to have consultations between different 
bodies which did not necessarily agree with one 
another. They had taken two forms—consultations 
with the European Division of the W.J.C. and with 
the U.S.A... and the establishment of a Commitice 
for Jews in Germany on which there were repre- 
sentatives of different organisations who sank their 
differences and worked for a common aim. 

Professor’ Brodetsky went on to report on the 
reception given to” overseas delegates to the World 


Zionist Conference and of meetings with repre- 
sentatives from European countries, who had been 
given an opportunity of putting forward Sstate- 


ments of their needs to the Central British Fund. 
He referred in very streng terms to. the disappoint- 
ment felt at the slow progress of this Fund
